Frankfort, Ky. — ^Realizins the neces. 
Blty for the increased demands for 
foodstuffs as a result of the European 
var the repreaentatives «f the farni- 
-ciB of this state, at the meeting of the 
State Farmers' institute passed reso- 
lutions urging the farmers to raise 
foodstuffs instead of tobacco and cot- i 
ton, and co-operation of the great rail- i 
road systems is asked in conveying | 
limestone dust to the farms through- 
out the state to f«rtilize the worn-out 
land. 

The efforts and methods atopted by 
the 8tata«.and federal adthorities to 
stamp out 'the foot and mouth disease 
were indorsed.^ 

Co-opera(ion of the farmers in per- 
tecttng organizations for marketing 
their crops more adyantageoosly are 
encouraged, and Gov. McCreary is 
commended for his good road policy. 

"Possum hunters" and ''bight riders" 
•f Western Kratncky are condemned, 
and a rigid enforcement of the law is 
requested. The work of Commissioner 
of Agriculture Newman in this state 
and Hugh Dawson in Washington for 
the benefit of the farmers is compli- 
mented. The resolutions committee 
comprised Ben Watson, Senator 
Starling Marshall and Harry MeCarty. 



Kills Part of Law. 

Personal liberty was infringed upon 
by the attempt to exercise the police 
power in Section 4 of the Hampton 
act of 1914, to make It unlawful "for 
any persons to keep, store or possess 
any liquor In any room, building or 
structure other than the private resi- 
dence of such person, and which is 
not used as a place of public resort." 
The section which was aimed at 
'locker clubs" in dry towns was de- 
clared unconstitutional in an opinion 
by Commissioner Clat. "The power of 
the state to-regnlate and-^ntroi the 
conduct of a private individual is con- 
fined to those cases where his conduct 
injuriously affects others. With his 
faults or weaknesses which he keeps 
to' himself and which do not operate 
to the detriment of others, the state 
as such has no concern. The police 
pcw«r may be called into play when 
it. is reasonably necessary to protect 
the public health, tlie public morals or 
the public safety. The mere fact that 
the legislature sees fit to enact a 
statute ostensibly for the purpose of 
promoting such ends is not conclusive 
01' the question. When, therefore, the 
statute purporting to have been enact- 
ed to protect public health, or public 
n.orals or public safety, has on real 
or substantial relation to these ob- 
jects, or is a palpable invasion of 
rights secured by the fundamental law, 
it is the duty of the court so to ad- 
judge and thereby give effect to the 
constitution."

$600,01)0; tlie counties must raise and ' 
expend on construction an equal 
amount to get the state aid and Bell , 
county has voted $250,000 in bonds; i 
Greenup $200,000, and Lewis $150,000. 

According to the requests from vari- 
ous county authorities that have con- 
ferred Willi one another before filing 
their applications, or, as in most in- 
stances have been brought together 
by Commissioner Terrell, a route will 
be opened from Cincinnati through 
the Blue Grass and over the old Wil- 
derness Trail, or Boone Way, through 
the mountains and Cumberland Gap 
into Virginia's magnificently improved 
highway system that leads to the 
South Atlantic Coast. Another route 
out of Cincinnati leads eastward along 
the Ohio and up the Big Sandy into 
Pike. Yet another, turning from the 
rcute in the heart of the Blue Grass, 
carries the tourist along the Kentucky 
river highlands, via the Capital, to 
Louisville, where they strike the Lin- 
coln homestead in Larue and extends 
on to Nashville. By branch routes is 
reached the Jefferson Davis Way 
through Todd county, the Pennyrile 
and to the furthest confines of Jack- 
son's Purchase. Another route ex- 
tends from the Tennessee border 
through the Pennyrile northward to 
Henderson and thence into Indiana. 

Taking them in order, the first 
route leads out of Kenton county 
through Grant, Scott, Kayette, Jessa- 
mine and Garrard. From Fayette a 
route will be through Madison to the 
Boone Way, and Lincoln, Rockcastle, 
I.,aurel, Knox and Bell have asked for 
state aid along the inner-county high- 
way corresponding to this route. 

From Campbell county another 
route runs through Pendleton, Brack- 
en, Mason, Lewis, Greenup, Boyd, 
Lawrence, Jolinson, Floyd and Pike 
to Pound Gap. From Lexington to 
Louisville the route is well known, 
while the Lincoln-Jackson Way runs 
to West Point, thence to Elizabeth- 
to>vn, with a side trip to the Lincoln 
Farm, Munfordville, Glasgow, Scotts- 
ville and to the Tennessee line in 
Allen. Fromjhls route a branch leads 
to Bowling Green, where the Jeffenyn 
Davis Way is struck, passing through 
Ruasellville, Elkton, the Jefferaon 
Davia homestead, Cadia; Benton aifd 
Paducah.

Washington. — Inaamuch as the Uni- 
ted States goTemment bad not be^n 
advised, either through Ambassador 
Page or the British embassy here of 
the reported notification to neutrals 
of Great Britain's intention to hold 
up all shipping to and from Germany 
and Austria, offlcials weie unable to 
express any opinion upon this latest 
development. From the brief praaa 
report of Great Britain's plan, it was 
th.ought in official quarters that a 
blockade of unprecedented character 
was In prospect, likely to involve 
many complicated questions of law. 
It was pointed out that no question 
has been the subject of more contro- 
versy in International law than tliat 
of blockade, and ofilcials said that the 
text of England's declaration was re- 
ceived and carefully examined it 
would ~not be possible to di^uss its 
scope or say whether or odt-the Uni- 
ted States would recognise it as bind- 
ing on its vessels.

Washington. March 1.— The senate 
passed the navy, fortiflcatlona and 
diplomatla and consnlaf appropriation 
bills after much discussion as to con- 
ditimi eCjtb^e national dcisBses and the 
burden of work 'and difficultiea piled 
on this government and its miUtary 
and dipkHnatie ^ffldala by the Euro- 
pean war; 

The naval bill carries flS2.000.000. 
the fortiflcsaUons biU |«.000.00e and thk 
dipl<»natic bill $4,200,000. 

Senator Smoot loat out in hia effort 
to aecnr* anthorisatioii for the imme- 
ffiate coostmetion ot 7S new aabma- 
-rinea fbr eoaat defenee purposea. The 
aenate accepted the naTs^ affairs com- 
mittee recommoidatloK tliat 16 of 
such warships be built, five of them 
being fleet submarines, aeagoing and 
of greatest range of activity. 

Lewis Defends Committee. 

In a speech in support ot the com- 
mittee's plan Senator Lewis declared 
he was not predicting armed troubles 
with Mexico or with any other nation', 
which he would deplore, but he in- 
sisted that it was the part of wisdom 
for this government to strengthen its 
navy defense along lines shown dur- 
ing the European war to be most ef- 
fectlTe. 

F>ollowing along the same lines. Sen- 
ator Jones of Washington urged lib- 
eral appropriations for submarines 
which were, in his Judgment, the great- 
est war 'defensive engines of the pres- 

fBtday.

The 
house cut the authorization for sub- 
marines from sixteen to eight and au- 
thorized but one fleet of submarines.

Purchaser of Lines Upholds "Million

Washington. March 1. — An annual 
salary ot $37,500 as chairman of the 
executive committee of the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific railroad, the 
same amount for serving simultane- 
ously as chairman of the executive 
committee of the Frisco system and a 
guarantee of $500,000 additional con- 
stituted the compensation pledged to 
L. F. Loree when he left the presi- 
dency of the Baltimore & Ohio road 
to join the Uock Island forces. He 
held the new places ten months in 
1904 and then was asked by DanieM3. 
Reid to resign. 

Complying, he received in settle- 
ment of his agreement with Mr. Leeds 
$450,000 in Rock Island railway bonds. 

Mr. Loree testified to this effect at 
the interstate commerce commission's 
investigatiop of the Rock Island's 
financial affairs during the Reid-Leeds- 
Hoore control from 1901 to 1914. 
HIU Senator Lewis. 

Criticizing payment to C. H. V'enner 
of $250,000, J. \V. Folk, counsel for the 
commission, brought out the fact that 
Rock inland people did not like this 
transaction. K. A. Jackson, then gen- 
eral counsel for the Rock Island, sent 
this telegram to Robert Jfatber. preal- 
dent:

$8,000,000, "but no railroad," being 
merely a "streak of rust."

The commerce commission itself 
was held responsible for the financial 
troubles of the Rock Island railroad 
by Mr. Reid, who contended the trou- 
ble was not caused by the taking over 
of bad securities or by payment of 
heavy salaries and bills, but by the 
rulings of the commission, which pre- 
vented advances In rates to meet 
higher wages and costs of Improve- 
ments. 

R. A. Jackson, general counsel for 
the Rock Island from 1902 to 1910, also 
t(dd the commission he had been asked 
to resign by Mr. Reid and had no 
knowledge of why. While he had no 
agreement, he had received $100,000. 

C. H. Warren, aaaistant to President 
l>eds in UM-4. said he had been in- 
duced to go to the Rock Island under 
an agreettont that he receive stock 
worth a minlmnm of $150,000 at the 
end of two years. 'When he left the 
company "beeana* the aitoatlon be-

Distillers Hit By .Cour^ 

Distillers in prohibition territory In 
Kentucky are not allowed to^have in 
their poaaeseion wliia&y for the pur- 
pose of sale by retail in quantities of 
less than live gallons to mail order 
customers residing in another state, 
who forward the pufchaaing price with 
their orders to dtetiiDer at hia place of 
business. The -court of appeals de- 
cided ^is point in an opinion by Judge 
Nunn. TTnder the agreed state of facta 
the defendant had several gallons bot- 
tled at his home, miarked and aet apart 
for shipment by Southern Express to 
customers in Tennessee, who had or- 
dered the Hqnor by mail and sent the 
purchase price to - him. The court 
held that the sale already was consum- 
mated in McCreary county, which is 
dry, and that the defendant held the 
liquor as bailee or agent for the cus- 
tomers. 



Act of 1914 Is Void. 

The act of 1914, conferring on coun- 
ty courts, excepting in counties hav- 
ing a continuous session of the circuit 
court, jurisdiction in all misdemeanor 
cases, is void, because it violates tlie 
provisions of Section 141 of the con- 
stitution. "The jurisdiction of county 
courts shall be uifiform throughout the 
Elate."

Aurora, 111., March 1. — Two witnesses 
who believe they can identify the slay- 
er of Miss Emma Peterson in the third 
mysterious murder of a woman on 
the streets here, went to Chicago to 
look at Frank Ramsey, under arrest 
there. The Chicago police claimed 
they found a piece of gas pipe in Ram- 
sey's room similar to the pipe with 
which .Miss Peterson was slain. They 
also claimed that Ramsey admitted be- 
ing in Aurora the night of the murder 
and asserted he had a prison record. 

Detective Mar of Chicago was Irere 
with the pipe found in Ramsey's lodg- 
ings. It was of smaller size than the 
piece of pipe to which the bloodhounds 
led the local police from tlie scene of 
the murder, but it was of the same 
make, painted the same color and bore 
small, square nicks made by a pipe 
wrench in a manner identical with 
nicks on the pipe found here. 

The Chicago detective also made the 
significant statement that drugs of 
various kinds were found in Ramsey's 
room. The local police have main- 
tained that the slayer of Miss Peter- 
son, who was also believed to have 
killed ' Theresa Hollander apd Jennie 
Miller, was an insane man or a drug 
user. 

Ramsey was arrested In Chicago 
while carrying; ?200 worth of hotel 
silverware believed to have been 
stolen. 

One of the witnesses who was asked 
to look at Ramsey in Chicago was the 
watchman at the Aurora Mills com- 
pany's plant on the bank of the Fox 
river. 

It was to a shed in the Jniik yard of 
this company that bloodhounds led the 
police from the scene of the murder, 
near former Senator Albert J Jiop- 
kins' residence in North Lake street 
Whpn President E. P. Hoerr. presi- 
dent/of the company, was informed the 
dogs had followed a trail to tbe river 
bank in the company's Junk yard 
where the piece of. pipe was found, he 
made the following slgnlflcant state- 
ment: 

"The dogs were right. Our watch- 
man told me that shortly after dark 
Thnrkday night a tall, strongly built 
man, wearing a long, black overcoat, 
went to the pile of Junk and fumbled 
around several minutes and flnally 
went away with a two-foot length ci 
pipe. Because It was junk the watch- 
man did not interfere. But after he 
heard of the murder he reported to 
me." 

Another important clew upon which 
Chief of Police Michele worked was 
the gray glove found under the body 
of the girl. The mate to this glove 
was picked up along the trail followed 
by the bloodhounds. The gloves were 
new and evidently used by the assas- 
sin to prevent his fingers leaving any 
print on the pipe with which he 
crushed in Miss Peterson's forehead. 

Chief MIchels ordered a dragnet in 
the Hungarian settlement in tbe out- 
skirts of Aurora. The chief was said 
to have learned where the gloves were 
purchased and to have been given a 
clew at the store which led to the 
settlement. 

Th? most of the sixty suspects ar- 
rested were released.

Uobt. L. Hreck was born in Uiclimond. 
Ky., on May s. 1827. He was a son ol 
Judge Daniel Breck, one of tlie mosi 
emineni of Kentucky jurists, a .luclee of 
the Court of Appeals from 1849 and 
a Congressman from Kentucky in the 
:Ust Congress, and a grandson of Rev 
Daniel Breck, a Congregational chap- 
lain in the Revolutionary army, who wfts 
with Montgomery in the assaut on Que 
bee. The mother of the subject of this 
sketch was .lane Todd, a daughter of 
Gen. Levi Todd. 

Dr. Breck graduated from Centra Col- 
lege, DanvDle, and studied theology at* 
Alleghany Seminary and at Princeton 
At the latter plaoe'lie was the classmate 
and intimate friend of Ur. Joseph Wil 
son, the father of the President. When 
Dr. Brack married Miss Martha Uodes, 
of Richmond, Ky , IJr. Wilson was his 
groomsman. 

The Versailles Presbyterian cliurcb 
was his tirsl charge. He spent six years 
as pastor in Macon, Ga., and built anew 
church there. His last pastorate was in 
lierkeley. Cal. 

Tlie history of Dr. Break's prime 
would be extremely interesting, for be 
played a prominent part in large affairs 
■'There were giants in the earth in those 
days" and Dr. Breck was one of ihem, 
both in mental and physical stature In 
the mental turmoil through which the 
Presbyterian Church passed during the 
Civil war. Dr. Break was a conspicuous 
figure and held bis owni aS a debater and 
a parliamentarian with the most bril- 
liant men Sn his denomination in Ken- 
tucky, wlio ii' that time were the equals 
of the iiblei.1 men in the nation. Dr. 
Breck was the moderator of ilie Synod 
of Kentucky at its famous session at 
Henderson in 18C0, which struggled with 
the qumlions which separated the Syn- 
od from the Presbyterian Church in 
irica and which led the former into 
affiliation with the Southern General 
Assembly in 180!). During tliis harass 
ing strife, Dr. Brecl^'s voice was nobly 
raised in the hope of re uniting the 
Northern and Southern Churches. Ttio' 
naturally combative .ynd a mosi formid- 
able antagonist, his Christianity and love 
of his church impelled'bim to-do all in 
his power for peace. When disappoint 
ed in that, he went loyally witii his own 
people in 1809. He always took high 
and noble ground. In ante-bellum days 
he was one of the Southerners who stood 
very strongly for the doctrine that the 
extent of property rights in slavts was 
simply a claim to their labor and noth- 
ing more. 

The most interesting part of his life, 
lo liis children, came immediately *fier 
the war, when schools and churches 
were closed and the whole xouniry de 
moraliy.ed. Of his own motion he open- 
ed the Presbyterian church in Rich- 
mond and gathered the remnants of the 
flock. For several years be might have 
been Called the chaplain of Madison 
county, for he drove from end to end of 
it, visiting sickbeds, performing mar- 
riaee ceremonies, burying the dead and 
writing wills and epitaphs for high and 
low, without respect to denominational 
lines. He also taught their children 
along with his own. Years later, when 
Dr. Breck was gathering funds for Cen- 
tral University, the people of Madison 
embraced the opportunity to show tlieir 
appreciation of liis interest in them. It 
was noted at the lime that all denomi- 
nations united in generous contribu- 
tions. 

Dr. Breck was one of the founders of 
Central University in 1874 and was iu 
first Chancellor. It was said of him 
that "to his zeal, efficiency, energy and 

weight, more than to any other man. 
Central University is indebted for its es- 
tablisliment." In ISSO. ill-health com- 
pelled him to remove to California, 
where he resided, with the exception of 
several years spent in Kentucky, until 
his death. 

Be is survived by one son, Daniel 
Breck, vice-president of the Selden- 
Breck Construction Co , of St Louis, 
and four daughters — Mrs. Hugh A. Mo- 
ran and Miss Belle Breck, of California, 
and Mrs. Lncas Brodhead and Mrs. Taos. 
P. Carter, of this county. Dr. Breck 
was buried at Richmond Pvb. 20th. 

We have spoken of the great part Dr. 
Breck played as a faithful and devoted 
minister of the Presbylarian church in 
a time that imperatively demanded men. 
and men of exalted character, but there 
is more, much more, to be said of him 
He was possessed of true and profound 
earnintr, was broadly informed along 
every line of human thought and en 
deavor, was^a fine classical sohilar, a 
fascinating companion, a man whose 
conversation was both a liberal educa- 
tion and a delight. 

Outliving all of his contemporaries, he 
cpnclvded a career once so active, in 
years of quietness and peace. He was 
the very last of a virile and wonderful 
generation — a generation oist in a migh 
ty mould wliicii lias, perii qis, been bro- 
ken forever! — A. A. B. in the Woodford 
Sun.
